The United States of America, by its attorney, the United States Attorney for the District of 
Columbia, hereby moves the Court to seal the hadictment in the aboye-captioned matter, this Motion 
to Seal, and the Court's Order regarding the Motion to SeaL In support of its motion, the 
Government states as follows: 

The hidictment in this case charges Stephanie Emerson Olds with Making False Statements, 
in violation of 18 aS,C§§2S7, 2 andKrstDegree Fraud, in violation 

3 222(a)( 1 ) . The government is seeking a bench warrant. If the mdicttnent and b ench warrant are 
not sealed, there is a risk that the defendant will learn of the indictment. Premature disclosure of the 
existence of the indictment could cause the defendant to flee or otfierwise attempt to avoid arrest. 
Premature disclosuremay result in increased danger to those assigned to affect the arrest.

Under these circumstances, it is reasonable to seal the mjdictment and bench warrant in 
this case. After the defendant is arrested, the government will piove to unseal the indictment 



and bench warrant. This procedure represents a reasonable balande between the quahfied right of 



access to judicial records and the government's compelling intere^ in preserving the integrity of
